Mr.  William  Heller  will  sketch  the  pro¬ 
jected  plan  of  the  Synagogue  Committee  on 
German  emigres.  The  major  address  of  the 
evening  will  be  delivered  by  Dr.  I.  Edwin 
Goldwasser,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Di¬ 
rectors  and  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
National  Refugee  Committee  and  of  the  Joint 
Distribution  Committee.  He  has  participated 
very  actively  in  the  work  of  the  cultural  and 
social  adjustment  of  German  emigres.  A  dis¬ 
tinguished  public  figure,  he  is  equipped  to 
speak  with  special  authority  on  the  subject 
assigned  him.  Rabbi  Steinberg  will  install 
Rabbi  Zimet,  and  Rabbi  Zimet  will  respond. 
The  congregation  will  express  its  welcome  to 
its  new  Rabbi  at  an  informal  reception  ten¬ 
dered  by  the  Sisterhood  in  the  Vestry  Rooms 
immediately  following  the  service. 

On  Friday  evening,  October  20th,  Rabbi 
Steinberg  will  discuss  a  long  range  program 
whereby  America  may  be  enabled  to  keep 
its  peace.  All  attention  is  centered  now  on 
the  struggle  over  the  repeal  of  the  Arms  Em¬ 
bargo,  but  in  any  campaign  to  keep  America 
out  of  war,  this  decision,  momentous  as  it  is, 
represents  but  the  first  skirmish.  What  must 
be  the  attitudes  of  Americans  as  the  war 
continues?  This  vital  issue  will  be  the  theme 
of  Rabbi  Steinberg's  discussion.

RABBI  ERWIN  ZIMET 
A  Biographical  Sketch 

That  our  membership  may  know  Rabbi  Zimet 
the  more  intimately,  we  are  describing  in  this 
column  his  life  history. 

Rabbi  Zimet  was  born  in  Berlin  on  March 
27,  1912.  His  elementary  school  education  was 
received  in  the  Jewish  schools  of  the  commun¬ 
ity  of  Berlin,  his  intermediate  education  in  the 
Oberrealschule  of  that  city.  He  studied  at  the 
University  of  Berlin,  specializing  in  history 
and  German  literature.  He  prepared  for  the 
rabbinate  at  the  Hochschule  fur  die  Wissen- 
schaft  des  Judentums,  receiving  his  degree 
with  distinction  in  May,  1938.  As  a  student 
and  then  as  an  ordained  rabbi  he  served 
at  numerous  synagogues  and  was  especially 
assigned  to  the  Hermann  Falkenberg  Congre¬ 
gations.  During  his  service  in  Berlin  he  took 
a  position  of  leadership  in  Jewish  youth  move¬ 


ments  particularly,  still  a  field  of  special 
appeal  to  him. 

Because  of  a  technicality  involving  his 
father's  citizenship,  he  was  expelled  from 
Berlin  by  the  Gestapo  in  October,  1938  and 
interned  on  the  Polish  frontier  at  Zbaszyn.  It 
was  there  that  he  received  the  call  from  our 
congregation  to  its  pulpit.  Rabbi  Zimet  ar¬ 
rived  in  America  in  August.  Since  that  time 
he  has  endeared  himself  as  a  human  being 
and  as  a  religious  personality  to  all  who  have 
come  to  know  him  more  than  casually.  He 
is  a  person  of  sensitivity,  gracious  in  manner 
and  of  profound  earnestness. 

He  has  already  served  the  congregation  in 
various  capacities  —  as  a  pastor,  as  an  in¬ 
structor  in  the  Religious  School  and  in  the 
Adult  Classes,  and  as  administrator  of  work 
with  and  among  German  emigres  in  our  con¬ 
gregation.  It  is  hoped  that  he  will  assume 
a  preaching  schedule  in  the  fairly  immediate 
future.

OIMAUWtjUt  MUSIC 

In  order  to  understand  and  appreciate 
Synagogue  music  it  is  necessary  to  realize 
that  each  service  has  a  distinct  musical  motif 
which  is  expressive  of  its  mood.  In  the  Sab¬ 
bath  motif  one  may  detect  a  sense  of  actual 
transformation  from  the  physical  and  mental 
cares  of  the  week-day  mood  to  the  spirit  of 
calm  and  tranquillity  symbolic  of  the  Day  of 
nest. 

Several  factors  predominate  when  music 
is  selected  for  the  religious  services  in  our 
Synagogue  .  The  music  must  be  based  on  the 
traditional  motif.  This  is  essential  for  spirit¬ 
ual  as  well  as  aesthetic  considerations  for 
a  sacred  art  depends  for  its  effectiveness  up¬ 
on  historical  associations,  and  these  cannot 
be  eliminated  without  impairing  the  very 
foundation  upon  which  Synagogue  music  is 
based.  It  must  be  remembered  that  these 
ancient  musical  forms,  modes  and  motifs  grew 
out  of  the  soul-life  of  Israel's  experiences. 

The  traditional  distinctiveness  of  this  music 
must,  however,  conform  with  and  be  suited 
to  the  musical  requirements  of  our  day.  The 
music  should  reflect  the  meaning  of  the  pray- 
er  and  contain  melodic  phrases  which  reveal 
a  line  sense  of  aesthetic  proprieties  prompted 
both  by  the  text  and  the  occasion  for  worship.
